Most of the Peruvian press and 
TV commentators openiy ques- 
tion the validity of the 0-6 
scoreline, and say their team just 
“stood and watched” as Argen- 
tina piled up the necessary 
goais.

they waited for their team at the 
airport and huried rubbish at 
them — as weil as siiver coins 
ina plain Biblicai reference. 

The Brazilians, of course, are 
quite convinced that the O- 6 was 
a hefty fix.

Peru-had no incentive and 
quite possibly were in no mood 
to stand up to a stampede — just 
to save Brazil. 

The second charge comes 
from Holland, where the most 
hated name now is that of 
Italian referee Gonella.

It's true that Gonelia did make 
some odd decisions: for one, he 
did not even caution the Argenti- 
nian Gaivah for twice deliberate- 
ly handiing the bali. 

The arguments wili go on for 
months, if not years; this is the 
nature of the Worid Cup.

The game is aiready No 1 in many parts of the country as a 
recreationai winter sport, but it does not extend enough on a high 
Ciass inter-city town ciub basis. 


Country business peopie, newspapers, teievision and radio, 
licensed ciubs who can be interested, and the community in 
generai shouid be brought into a new scheme for high ciass 
country soccer. 


There wili be-teething troubies, but aiready the country is 
starting to produce some of the State’s best soccer taient and the 
framework is there for the ciadding. 


Western NSW is the best area for a piiot scheme as it is 
comparatively close knit and has many capabie ciubs and 
administrators. 


The ciubs concerned wiii have to recruit strong piayers and 
piayer-coaches from other areas, and to secure grounds than can 
be weil patronised. 


One possibie starting point is that the strong Nepean ciub, with 
_their shining new iicensed ciub in Penrith, might consider joining 
in. 


Town ciubs have to be formed or converted from junior amateur 
units. 


Katoomba, Lithgow, Bathurst, Orange, Parkes, Forbes, Cowra, 
Biayney, Weilington, Dubbo and Mudgee are amongst those 
deserving consideration. 


Whichever cities or towns prove they have the quality of 
management, a good enough team and public support potentiai 
— they are the ones to comprise the league on the basis of one 
ciub per city or town. 

Once the Centrai West League is under way the other major 
areas of NSW will foiiow. 


The Murray-Murrumbidgee, with Wagga Wagga, Aibury, Griffith, 
Leeton, Narrandera and Temora is a naturai. 


The North and North West have Tamworth, Gunnedah, Armidale, 
Moree, Narrabri, Gien Innes and Invereii and so on.

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You go to an expensive restaurant, order some fine dishes, wait for 
half an hour to be served — and then you get up from the table 
disappointed; this is how | feel about the Mundial. The 1978 Mundial was a 


fairly ordinary tournament with man 


personalities. 


In many ways it was almost like 
a mathematical thesis: using their 
pocket computers, coaches and 
managers were carefully caiculat- 
ing how to avoid defeat and how to 
reach further stages of the Cup. 

Perhaps, if the World Cup once 
again became a cup instead of two 
rounds of mini-ieague, things wouid 
improve with teams forced to win 
rather than piay for a point or even — 
as in the case of Austria against 
Brazil and Holiand against Scotiand 
— for a narrow, triumphant defeat 
which negates the principle of the 
game. 

But there is another reason why the 
game has changed for the worse: re- 
suits are everything and the way they 
are achieved mean nothing. Coaches 
have stopped worrying about “style” 
and “ciass”, the word “entertainment” 
has been wiped from _ their 
vocabularies only to be replaced by 
“success” and “failure”. 

They know that losing means the 
end of the road for them; ask Ciaudio 
Coutinho, Aiiy McLeod, Lajos Baroti, 
Georg Ericsson and others. 

Where qualification for the second 
round could mean an extra $300,000 
or more for an association, failure is 
judged harshly and unforgivingly. So 
we are breeding — and tolerating — 
coaches whose only ambition is not 

_ to lose — a negative ambition, if that. 


Then we aiso saw at the Mundial 
that soccer is becoming more and 
more athietic and tough at the ex- 
pense of the “playful” qualities. 

A Brazil-Argentina match 20 years 
ago wouid have been a soccer fiesta 
in artistry; the crowd wouid have de- 
manded entertainment. 

‘Now aii the crowd wanted was a 
singie goal but didn't even get that. 
Instead it got 60 freekicks for fouis. 
Every time a piayer couid beat his 
opponent he was forced to piay off the 
bali or be kicked. And ali this in a 


match by two teams once famous for ~ 


their artistry. 

The need for physical strength and 
stamina was very clearly iilustrated 
by severai teams, most notabiy by 
Italy. They played weli, at times 
brilliantly, in the first round because 
they had the piayers to rise above the 
average; then started to tire and paid 
the penaity for that with defeats 
against Holiand and Brazil. 

By a strange coincidence, 
however, .all four goais conceded in 
these two matches beat Italian goalie 
Zoff from 20 to 30 metres, siammed 
home by powerful, fit piayers with 
great shooting power. 

Ultimately it was poetic justice 
that Argentina and Holland 
reached the final: both were strong 
extremely fit and weli prepared 
teams playing, without many frills, 
what can be called “functional” 
soccer. 

Another interesting point to emerge 
was that the Mundial was dominated 
by teams which were aiso present in 
1974 in Germany: Hoiland, Brazii, 
Poland, Argentina and Italy. This is 
no coincidence: these teams had the 
nucieus of piayers with previous 
World Cup experience on which to 
build. | am sure that this “spili-over” 
wili again manifest itself in the 1982 
Mundiai in Spain. 

There can. be littie doubt that, 
against ail expectations, it was the 
teams from Africa and Asia which 
made the most surprising impact on 
the tournament. 

In April, after Holland had beaten 
Tunisia 4-0, one of their players had 
predicted that “West Germany wouid 
murder them 8-0 in the Mundiai”. 
~ Well, they didn’t: the Germans had 
to struggie to a far from noble 0-0 
against the superbly “skilled and 
amazingly mature Tunisians who, 
earlier, had beaten Mexico 3-1 and 
then lost to Poland, very uniuckily, 
only 1-0. 

Or take Iran, who represented Asia 
and Oceania. When Australia was 
eliminated by Iran (and Kuwait) in 
1977, half the world laughed-at us, 
none more than our British “cousins”. 
Then tran went and played a very 
good 1-1 draw with Scotland, even- 
tuaily leading to the demise of the 
Scots. 

It is certain that Africa and Asia 
have a great deal to offer to the 
world of soccer in the years to 
come and the most important of 
their contributions could be a new 
spirit — or perhaps a return to the 
old one. :

While top soccer in Europe and 
South America is fast becoming 
almost exciusively a business, the 
iess affiuent and more ambitious 
countries in Africa and Asia still have 
a chance to use this wonderful game 
as a means of self-expression and to 
play for the pieasure of playing — not 
just to attract offers from weaithy ciub 
managers. | am sure that Africa has 
several other teams aimost as good 
as Tunisia, while some teams in Asia 
are only inches behind Iran. Their ex- 
celient showing and record in the 
Mundiai should serve as an incentive 
for ali others in their regions — in- 
cluding Australia — to make. even 
more determined efforts to reach 
what we vaguely refer to as the “in- 
ternational standard”. 


| feel that Argentina deserved to 
win the Mundial. Perhaps they 
were not the “best” team (how 
else do you judge that apart from 
results?) but they were the team 
that wanted to win most. They 
were always going forward when 
they could: their whole strategy 
was built on attack and ag- 
gression. By the old meaning of 
the word, they didn’t play ‘‘South 
American” soccer at all but they 
were faster and much more direct 
than expected. 

They had perfect balance in the 
team: at the back the superb Filloi, 
Gaivan, Passarella and Tarantini, in 
the middie Galiego and up front that 
brilliant striker Kempes and his 
dangerous partners Bertoni and Lu- 
que. 

Some peopie say that they enjoyed 
“assistance” from referees in their 
matches. Perhaps. But why are we 
surprised or indignant about that? 
Didn't Engiand aiso get the same 
treatment in 1966 and West Germany 
in 1974? 

Referees are human: none of them 
want to ruin the Mundiai by being too 
harsh on the home team. They cannot 
win the cup for them — but they 
make it possibie for them to win it. 

Holland gave an uneven display: 
some convincing wins alternated with 
ordinary performances. There was no 
doubt that they were weil beiow the 
level of their 1974 side. From their 
“total footbali” concept, aii they 
could retain was their immense 
power and speed. In the final they 
committed the major mistake of piay- 
ing too tough as they were keen to 
check the enthusiastic sorties of the 
Argentinians. In some instances 


Holland played the man rather than 
the bail and this, | feei, cost them the 
game despite dominating the reguia- 
tion 90 minutes.

tn Haan, Krol, Brandts and the two 
van. der Kerkhofs they had some 
good piayers — but Rensenbrink was 
a disappointment and certainly didn't 
live up to his immense reputation as 
the heir apparent to the recently re- 
tired Johan Cruyff. es 

if the overall standard of the 
Mundial disappointed many of us, 
at least it did produce a rather 
even, close competition in which 
few results could be predicted in 
advance. Right from the beginning 
the Mundial began to iook like a 
contest between Europe and South 
America; the draw of the second, 
semifinal, round made this even 
more pronounced. 

As the first round was compieted, 


ltaly appeared to be the team to beat 
for the cup: in their first three 
matches against France, Hungary 
and Argentina, they looked sharp, 
cohesive and extremely well 
baianced., In contrast with the generai 
expectation that the Italians will play 
a purely defensive game, they went 
to attack and, with their three superb 
strikers Bettega, Rossi and Causio, 
got the goals for three excelient wins. 

Then they started to get tired, and 
tired piayers cannot properly use ail 
their skilis. | am convinced that had 
the Italians been in a better physicai 
shape — especiaily the mastermind 
Bettega and the elegant Antognoni — 
they would have made the final 
without much trouble. 

At this stage Argentina was strug- 
gling: they beat Hungary and France 
with a iittie iuck and lost to the 
Italians deservediy. Aji the others, in- 
ciuding Brazii and Holiand, seemed 
to preserve their strength for the 
second round. 

A former German star, Uwe Seeler, 
even expressed his thoughts on that: 

“In the first round we'll warm up, in 
the second round we'll play and after 
the finai we'll celebrate,” he said. 

Weii, Seeler was wrong: despite 
what manager Heimut Schon said 
after the Mundiai (‘we never had a 
better prepared German team at any 
Worid Cup") this team was colorless, 
without flair, imagination, ieadership 
—and loaded with very good piayers 
who were in a deep form siump: 
Bonhof, Fischer, Dietz, and even 
Maier, when the pressure was on.

In fact, I'd say that this was the 
worst West German team since 
they re-entered the international 
scene after the war. Perhaps with 
the genius of a Beckenbauer and 
the sharpshooting of a Gerd Muiler 
they would have done better — but 
still wouldn’t have won the Mun- 
dial. It was clearly not their turn. 

Poland were a poor imitation of the 
team that thrilied us all in 1974. 
Deyna, Lato and Kasperezak and 
some others were still there — but 
four years oider and without their 
earlier exuberance. Lubanski's return 
after an absence of some years went 
almost unnoticed: it's always a mis- 
take to try and revive iegends. 

Of the other Europeans, Austria 


- and France piayed some very good 


soccer. Admittediy the Austrians did 
this spasmodically — a good wir 
over Spain and iater their first wir 
over Germany in 47 years — but the 
French were piainly unlucky: they de- 
served at least one point agains! 
Argentina where only the Swiss re- 
feree Dubach’'s strange decisions lec 
to their elimination. — : 

In Tresor they have one of the finest 
centrebacks. in_ the Mundiai, but 
Michei, Piatini, Bardeii and Six were 
also among the stars. 

The Austrian success came 
somewhat unexpectedly and, without 
being uncharitabie towards them, I'c 
say because of their weak opponents 
Spain and Sweden. But in Pezzey 
Prohaska, Kranki and Jara the 
Austrians aiso had players of Euro 
pean ciass. 


The European disappointments 
were many and one must start with 
Hungary, who lost all their three 
games, perhaps the first one 
against Argentine unluckily; in that 


y modest teams lacking greatness and 


match they also lost their two best 
players, Torocsik and Nyilasi, with 
@ one-game suspension and that 


doomed their fate. 
Maybe if they had been abie to get 
a draw against Argentina — with 


seven minutes to go it was still 1-1 — 
it would have been a different story. 

Spain, in some matches, piayed 
good and intelligent soccer — but 
found goal scoring a big problem. 

Sweden were a very big disap- 
pointment. They looked the least 
skilled of ail 16 teams, more like jum- 
berjacks in a forest than soccer 
piayers. Their game is buiit on simpie 
assets: height, speed and stamina. 
But at least average baliskilis would 
have been needed to iift them from 
their pedestrian standard and this, 
surprisingly, they didn't have, 

The Scots were a different story. 
They arrived fuil of confidence, sure 
to win the Mundial — and then iost to 
Peru and piayed a draw with Iran, re- 
turning home in disgrace, made 
worse by the only dope scandal of 
the Mundiai involving Willie 
Johnstone. 


lt seems that the Scots — as so 
often in the past — overestimated 
their ability; the traditional Scottish 
cockiness, part of which is based 
on their. strong anti-English feeling, 
again let them down. Against 
Holiand they piayed weil and won 
— but by that time it didn’t matter, 
their fate was sealed. 

| am certain that England wouid 
have done much better than Scotiand 
in the Worid Cup: their revival under 


new manager Ron Greenwood came 


about a year too iate. 

Of the other South American teams 
Brazil produced less and Peru more 
than was anticipated. 

After the Brazilian “disaster” of 
1974, we were promised a new 
Brazil, a return to bright, intelligent: 
and creative soccer. Aithough 
towards the end they did improve — 
and remained the oniy unbeaten 
team in the whoie fieid — this was no 
longer the same Brazil that the worid 
had learned to admire. 

In Amarai, Oscar, Dirceu and Men- 
donca they had a few very good 
piayers but not one of them realiy 
great; in Nelinho they had the best 
long-range kicker of the bali in the 
Mundiai, with his goals, against 
Poland and Italy, being among the 
best seen in Argentina. 

But Zico was a big disappointment, 
Leao, Reinaldo, Toninho and Gii were 
ordinary and Riveiino oniy made two 
‘brief appearances without ieaving a 
strong impression behind. 

Peru, for iong the poor relations of 
South American soccer, did very well 
until their last match which they fost 
0-6 to Argentina — a match we will 
argue about for years to. come. Finally 
there was Mexico, outplayed and out- 
classed in ail three of its matches, re- 
turning home to an airport weicome 
of stones and rotten tomatoes that 
told the story of their performance. 


The overall organisation of the 
Mundial was, in my view, extreme- 
ly good under difficult conditions. 

Because of the political probiems 
of the country, the Argentina 
authorities were determined to ensure 
the safe and orderiy running of the 
tournament and to do that they used 
a large force of army and police 
personnel, 

And yet their. presence at the 
venues of press centres was not as 
visibie and offensive as in Germany 
four years ago where, for excample, 
outside the Waidhof stadium of 
Frankfurt, a German army batailion 
was standing by with tanks and 
bazookas. 


Ali the matches were played on: 


scheduie (except one when France 
forgot to bring the correct shirts in 
Mar del Plata} and went off without a 
hitch; the stadium and press room 
facilities were superb, probably on 
too javish a scale which might have 
been unnecessary. 

Of course, not ali pressmen were 
happy at ail times: this, during a 
sporting event of this kind. and size, 
is utopistic to expect. 

There were 4000 accredited press- 
men present and for some matches 
— opening game, finai, ete. — the 
seating facilities had to be iimited. 
But this was the same at the iast 
three Worid Cups and it will be the 
same again in Spain. 
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
